The rain which finally ended yesterday 
morning showed a fall of 3.20 inches for 
Atlanta, one of the hardest rains in a 
long time. A precipitation of more than 4 
jinches was reported from the Chatta- 
hoochee stations, and heavy rainfalls were 
general in this section. Birmingham re- 
ported the fall of 4.28 inches. 

March seems to be trying to compensate 
for February, which was the driest. on 
record for twenty-seven years, with a 
rainfall of only .66 of an inch. Yester- 
day showed 5.05 inches of rain above the 
normal for this date, and made the total 
for this month so far 8.79 inches. The 
average rainfall for March is only 5.80 
inches. This means that with twelve imore 
days in the month the precipitation has 
already exceeded the average by 3 inches, 

March is the rainiest month in the year 
in Atlanta. Of the twenty-seven years of 
official records kept in the Atlanta weath- 
er bureau but four Marches have ex- 
ceeded the amount already recorded for 
this month. The record was 1|1.37 inches 
in 1684. The other three years were 9.70 
inches in 1884, 11.16 inches in 1886 and 
10.16 inches in i891. This shows that 
with a rainfall of 3 inches during the 
next twelve days this March will make 
a new record for the rainiest’ March, just 
as the preceding month was the driest 
February. 

All of the sections in which heavy rains 
occurred reported that the rivers and 
creeks were rising rapidly. Reports of 
washouts and inundations were made from 
many railroad stations, and two or three 
bridges were swept away or rendered 
unsafe for the holding of trains. Trains 
were generally late and slow schedules 
were the rule because of the condition of 
the tracks. 

The rainfall hag had the effect of drown- 
ing out many farms and has brought to 


a standstill the early spring work, which 


has been pushed forward lately. While 
much delay is sure to be caused by the 
heavy rain, no serious damage to farming 
interests have been reported as yet. 

In Atlanta the hard storm had the ef- 
fect of keeping the downtown streets pret- 
ty clear gf shuppers during the early 
morning hours. The gun came out in the 
afternoon and brought with it many of 
the stormbound ones and the shopping 
district was itself again. Large puddles 
were reported standing in many sections 
of the city, and the freight tracks around 
the new terminal station were under 
water during the morning hours.

For reasons not 
clearly understood, the American ambas- 
sador to Vienna has undertaken to mix 
into what is known as clerical politics 
to an extent that was not only distaste- 
ful to the president, but to Cardinal 
Gibbons and the leading officials of the 
Roman Catholic church in the United 
States.

The fact that Mr. Storer is an uncle 
of Representative Nick Longworth, son 
in law of Presidegt Roosevelt, diq not

of contention in national politics before. 
When President McKinley was elected, 
he was a candidate for some high posi- 
tion under the government; he was’ 
persona non grata with Senator Foraker, 


and Senator Foraker served notice upon 
President McKinley that he would fight 
Storer’s confirmation to any important 
position in this country. He oonsented 
finally, however, to Storer’s appointment 
to a diplomatic position, saying he did 
‘mot care how far he went out of the 
country, or whether he “never came 
back.”’ . 

Storer, who is a man of much wealth, 
was sent to Belgium, and afterwards to 
Spain. His relatives are quite strongly 
or the opinion that, in the face of his 
removal by President Roosevelt, he will 
meet Senator Foraker’s wish by never 
coming back to reside in the United 
States.

BROWN HEARING 


AGAIN DELAYED 


'Counsel Being in Supreme 


Court, Postponement 
Allowed. 


When the case of Mrs, Mary V. Connal- 
ly v. Julius L. Brown et al. was cailed 
yesterday morning in the supertor court, 
it was learneg that certain members of 
counsel in the case also had cases in the 
supreme court. The higher court taking 
precedence, the case of Connally v. Brown 
was postponed unti] counsel have fulfilled 
their obligations before the supreme 
court. 


A suit was filed yesterday in the city 
court by J. B. Raven against the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric Company, claim- 
ing the sum of $10,000 damages on ac- 
count *of injuries which the petitioner 
alleges that he received at the hands 
of the railway company on February 10, 
1906. 

Raven claims, that although he asked 
for a seat in a crowded East Point car, 
because he had recently received a knife 
wound the breast, he was neverthe- 
less obliged to stand on the rear plat- 
form. The car having stopped to take on 
assengers, Started again with such vio- 
ence, petitioner claims, that he was 
thrown against the metal appliances on 
the platform, causing, it is claimed, a 
reopening of the wound, the breaking ol 
his collar bone, and sundry other inju- 
ries, on account of all of which, Raven 
claims that he is entitled to $10,000 dam- 
ages from the street car company. 

Claiming that she.was badly injured by 
a quantity of plastering which fell upon 
her on September 22, 1904, in a house 
owned by Captain S. M. Farley, Mrs. M. 
L. Crow is suing the former for $5,000 
damages, the entire day yesterday in the 
second division of the city court being 
consumed by the trial. 

According to the testimony- presented 
by Mrs. Crow, she was standing in one 
of the rooms of the house, where she 
boarded with a Mrs. Patterson, when 
suddenly several large pieces of plaster- 
ing feli from the ceiling, bearing her to 
the floor. She claims that she was badly 
injured, and that since this accident she 
has been able to do very little wok to 
support herself. She is a widow. 

Several] large hunks of the plasigring 
were exhibited in court, and a witness, 
who was denominated by counsel a 
“plastering expert,’’ testified with regard 
to meihods of detecting unsafe patches 
of plastering, etc. He explained in de- 
tail to the jury how a plasterer by 
thumping the sides of a room and the 
ceiling could tell whether the plastering 
was loose, and hence dangerous. The 
case turns on wuether the landlord had 
shown due diligence in inspecting his 
plastering. 

The entire day was spent in taking 
testimony, and when court adjourned, 
the speeches had not been begun.
